SENATE. 
Sachamknto, February 10, 18S0. 
The Senate met in reguiar session*at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called aud a quorum present, 
ibe journal of yesterday was read and approved 
Leave of abse .ee was granted the Committee 011 
Public, Swamp and Gvei flowed Lands, and to Mr. 
Zuck. 
PETITIONS. 
Mr. Ciiase presented two petitions from citizens 
of San Luis Obispo county, remonstrating against 
the passage of Senate Bill No. 210. They were re­ 
ferred to the committee in charge of the' bill with­ 
out reading. 
Mr. Lakopord presented two petitions from c'ti- 
zens of Amador county, asking the Senate not to 
pass the bill introduced by Mr. Johnson, to fix the 
rates of charges by telegraph companies. They were 
referred to tiie Committee cii Corporations without 
reading. 
reports wanted. 
Mr. M orklind—Pursuant to the notice given yes­ 
terday, I now call upon the Committee on Corpora­ 
tions for a report 011 Senate Biil No. 51—An Act to 
provide for the organization of a Board of Railroad 
irans|>ortation Commissioners. 
Mr. Sears—I would state that a portion of the 
committee have been considering the*e bill* Several 
days in connection with the Railroad Commission­ 
ers and that we are nearly ready to report upon 
them. ^ It is well known that many members of the 
Committee on Corporations are on the Finance 
Committee and other committees which have bills 
before them of more pressing importance than the 
one alluded to by Senator Moreland. Furthermore, 
we hod to send to Los Angeles and have General 
Stoneman and others come here 111 order that we 
might confer with them. We only ask two or three 
day*’ more time, and I think we will be able to re­ 
port t ie bill. 
Mr. M orkland— I also, in accordance with notice, 
call UP *11 the Committee on Finance for a re ort on 
bei.*1- Bili No. 101—An Act to provide for the as­ 
ses 
»t and collection of taxes. 
Mr Pardee—I will state, Mr. President, that ¿the 
joint committee have been in session as often as we 
could possibly convene. We are working, and we 
are not yet read} to report on any bill. We are 
taking a portion of Senator Moreland’s bill and in­ 
corporating it, and we aie taking portions of other 
hills aud incorporating them iu a general bill. 1 be 
lieve that within two or three days we will have a 
bill that we will be ready to present to the Senate 
for its action. We report progress and ask for fur­ 
ther time. 
repo rts. 
Mr. T raylor, from the Committee ou Claims, re­ 
ported back bills with the following recommenda­ 
tions :

Senate Bill No. 132—An Act to appropriate mon­ 
eys out of the General Fund in the btate Treasury 
to pay the Clerk of the State Board of Equalization— 
passage ; Senate Bill No. 231—An Act to provide 
for the payment of the claim of 11. L. Nichols—in­ 
definite postponement; also the claim 1 f Robert 
Miller for the use of a horse for mowing grass iu the 
Capitol grounds—that the claim be reject d.

ASSEMBLY MESSAGES. 
The Senate took up the Assembly messages 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 3 - Relative 
to the protection of the rivers, cities and agricul­ 
tural lauds of California (by Mr. Carr of Yuba)— 
was read first time at leugth and referred to the 
Committee on Irrigation, Water Rights and Drain­ 
age. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 
Bills were introduced, read first time at length 
and referred as follows : 
By Mr. fc.NO*—An Act to amend Section 1192 of 
the Political Code, in relation to the distribution of 
election tickets. Committee on Elections. 
By Mr. W e s t— An Act to organize the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, to prescribe their 
duties, regulate their proceedings and carry into 
effect the provisions of the Constitution of this 
State in relaiion to rates of trans}>ortation of 
freights and passengers of common carriers withiu 
the jurisdiction of this State. [Puta in force the 
provisions of the new Constitution.] Committee 011 
Corporations. 
By Mr. Kane—An Act relating to intelligence 
offices. I Declares intelligence offices to be a public 
benefit anti makes it a misdemeanor for attaches of 
such offices to charge a fee to those seeking employ­ 
ment.] Committee on Public Morals. 
By Mr. D av is—An Act to amend Section 4408 of 
the Political Code, relating to the government of 
cities. [Provides for chain-gangs.] Committee on 
City and Town Government*. 
By Mr. Kyan—An Act to repeal Sections 315. 31C 
and 3i7 of the Code of Civil Procedure. Committee 
on Judiciary. 
By M r. D ick in so n—An Act to provide fo r increas­ 
ing the Law Library of San Frau cisco. Committee 
on Judiciary. 
By Mr. Hill—An Act to encourage the planting 
and growing of timber. Committee on Agriculture. 
Also, an Act relating to the intoxication of officers. 
Committee on Public Morals. 
Also, an Act relating to swindling by cards or 
other means. Committee 011 Public Morals. 
LEAVE OK ABSENCE. 
On motion of Mr. Bakf.r the Committee 011 Public 
Buildings and Grounds were granted leave of ab­ 
sence for the balance of the week. 
Mr. G orman offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, authorizing the Secretary to prepare and 
The State Printer to print a complete history of each 
Senate hill that has been introduced. 
SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the general file, and disposed 
of bills as follows : 
Senate Bill No. 6—An Act to prohibit the employ­ 
ment of Chiucsc by coriK>rationst a id to add a new 
section to the Penal Code— was read a second time. 
Mr. Neumann moved to amend Section 1 by in­ 
serting after the word “ corporation ’ the words 
“ which has received the aid of this State or any 
special privilege or valuable franchise.” 
Mr. Johnson opposed the motion. 
The amendment was lost, and the bill ordered en­ 
grossed. 
Senate Bill No. 213—An Act to prohibit the issu­ 
ance of licenses to aliens not eligible to become 
electors of the State of California (by Mr. Johnson)— 
was read a second tunc. 
Mr. N eumann moved to strike out the enacting 
clause. 
Lost b)' a vote of 5 ayes to 26 nocs, the ayes being 
Carlock, Dickinson, Hit tell, Lampson and Neumann. 
CHINESE TESTIMONY. 
Senate Bill No. 46—An Act relative to testimony 
and evidence in criminal cases (by Mr. Enos)—was 
read a second time. 
Mr. H ittell moved to indefinitely postpone the 
bill.Mr. E nos defended the bill. He said its object 
was to prevent tne:i from being convicted 011 the un­ 
supported or uncorroborated testimony of Chinamen. 
He knew of cases where white men had been con­ 
victed in San Francisco on the unsupported testi­ 
mony of Chinese witnesses. These heathen have no 
idea of our system of laws, and paid no attention to 
an oath. This law' was tv save citizens from being 
sent to prison or th egallows 011 the uncorroborated 
testimony of persons ineligible to become citizens. 
Mr. N eum ann favored the motion to indefinitely 
postpone, and denounced the hill as barbarous anil 
disgraceful. It wa§ going backward in civiliza'ion. 
A few years ago wc had 1 law that excluded 
the testimony 01 Chinese, and a Democratic Legis­ 
lature had repealed it. 
lie hop d it would 
never again- disgrace the statute books. 
If 
the bill was introduced to secure the applause of a 
certain class of people, it w as even more disgraceful 
than if those who favored it really believed it vas 
right. If such a bill was pissed the robbing and 
ill-trearing of Chinamen would again commence by 
those who were too cowardly to attack white nun. 
Mr. Sattf.rw iiitk Raid if the Chinamen did not 
want to he robbed in the mountains of California 
they had better stay at home in China. 
Mr. Nye took the same ground ;xs Mr. Neumann. 
Mr. Conger opposed the motion ami spoke strongly 
in favor of the bill. A Chinaman was not 10 be be­ 
lieved under oalh, because he cared nothing for an 
oath or its violation. They had laws and a govern­ 
ment among themselves. They were a curse to 
this country, and he was in favor of some legislation 
against them 
He was as good and as loyal a citi­ 
zen as any Senator on that floor, and had proved 
himself *o under the flag of his country. He 
quoted ihe Constitution to show that it was de­ 
manded of the Legislature to pass all laws possible 
to discourage the immigration of Chinese. 
Mr. W est said that he would go as Ur as possi­ 
ble in a proper direction to discourage the Chinese 
from coming here, or even those remaining 
that arc here now, but he would not vote for such a 
law as this, which he considered was going back­ 
ward -11 civilization. It was a monstrous injustice 
to deny any people the right to have even-handed 
justice in the Courts. 
Mr. L e a r s s a id that it was a serious question 
whetbei that bill would not prevent females from 
testifying iu Court, lie favored the indefinite post­ 
ponement. 
Mr Ryan moved to amend by adding to Section 1 
the following : “ The t stimony of all person3 in­ 
eligible to btcome citizens must be taken by the 
Court and jury for what, in the opinion of the Court 
and jury, such testimony is worth." Lost. 
Mr. E nos said that if he was to be recognize 1 as a 
barbarian because he was the author of this bill, he 
hailed the appellation with joy. He did not wish 
to dodge this question or hide the imperfections of 
the bill under female attire. The Senator from 
Marin knew well that the Constitution made women 
citizens, and that therefore there was 110 point to 
his remarks. This bill only proiided that men 
should not be convicted on the unsupported testi­ 
mony of these heathen. He knew Judges 
who tad sat on the bench in San Fran­ 
cisco who had for years given more cre­ 
dence to the testimony of Chinese than to 
some white men. The distinguished Chairman of 
the Committee on Judiciary had said, Drive them out 
of business a. d get rid of them that way ; hut it was 
barbarous to say that their unsupported testimony 
should not convict white men. That gentleman was 
willing to starve them to death, but not pass this 
law. 
Which was the most barbarous? These 
heathens do not recognize our Courts, and are 
stranger-» to c ur ad : inistration o* criminal justice. 
They bad no idea of or respect f r the sanctity of an 
oa*.h. He wanted the Senate to comedown to busi­ 
ness, and do something in regard to thU Chinese 
curse. This was one stop towards getting lid of 
thfm , and he was in favor of u-ing every means to 
rid the country of them. If they did not like our 
laws they could stay in China. Let the Republican 
Senate go upon the record now, and see where they 
would stand. 
Mr. H itte ll hoped the bill would be indefinitely 
postponed, and denounced it as monstrous and bar­ 
barous, and a disgrace to the people of the State if 


it was passed. It opened the door again to the abuses 
of years ago, when a similar law existed, and would 
expose the Chinese here to every species of outrage 
from the hoodlums and the criminal classes. 
Mr Chase said that though he would go as far 
as any man to discourage the immiyration of 
Chinese he could not support a measure that would 
deny them the right to protection under the laws. 
While they were here the Courts ought to he open 
to them as to all for the protection of their lives and 
property. 
There were other modes of reaching 
them besides this, and he hoped the bill would be 
indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. Kane called on all to remember that they 
were elected and sent there on pledges to u«e every 
legitimate means to expel the Chinese, and that the 
people would never send back again the men who 
violated that pledge. He reprobated the idea of the 
leprous heathen Chinese giving testimony that con­ 
signed white men to the jail or gallows, or of the 
testimony of one who it was well known acknowl­ 
edged no God, no allegiance to this government or 
to our method of criminal proceedings, to be taken 
in preference to that of a whiteman. 
Mr. Neumann said that gentlemen spoke of con­ 
stituents not re-electing those who voted against this 
bill. He wanted them to understand that he never 
asked himself a question about re-election. The 
question he asked himself was, “ Is this thing 
right Y ’ and he always voted according to the an­ 
swer. He surrendered his conscience in such a 
m atter to no man or set of men, and he thought the 
man who voted in any m atter merely to secure his 
re-election had no business en that floor. He cs 
teemed the Seuator who had just spoken as too hon­ 
est a man to vote with such motives. 
Mr. H itte ll said that the hope of being returned 
to his seat had 110 weight w ith him. He was willing 
to go ou record before the people in this ruattfr, 
and if his vote on it influenced them not to re-elect 
him he did not wish for re-election at their hands. 
Ho wished to know if Mr. Kane stood pledged to 
use illegitimate means us well as those that were 
legitimate. 
Mr. Wendell also had no fear of going on record 
in this, and would not be influenced by any such 
motives. He believed the bill would be á barbarous 
one, and open the doors to all sorts of abuses. The 
present law had in a great measure reformed old 
abuses. He hoped the bill would be indefinitely 
postponed. 
Mr. Nye snoke m oppos'tion to the bili, hoping it 
would be indefinitely postponed. He thought it 
would be a great step backward iu our civilized juris­ 
prudence, and disgrace us in the eyes of the coun­ 
try if such a law took its place iu oiir statutes. 
31r. Conger ?aid he wished to lake any means to 
drive out the Chinese. A gentleman had referred 
to throat-cutting; if that was necessary he was 1111 
advocate o* it He had been in Kansas when the 
policy cf the party opposing this bill had been that 
it was better to cut throats than to allow slavery 
spread into that State. That was no more an ex­ 
treme case than this. He was iu favor of proceed­ 
ing to any extremity necessary to get rid of the race 
totally and finally. He owed an allegiance to the 
laws of his State and its Constitution, and to the 
Constitution of the United States, but he owed a 
higher allegiance to his family', and if there was no 
other means to relieve them from the servile' horde 
who were taking the bread from their mouths and 
reducing them to starvation, he would willingly re­ 
sign his office and cheerfully ride forth again, even 
to certain death, in their defense. He thought 
that what was justifiable iu Kansas in John Brown's 
time was justifiable here now, and to prevent a race 
of slaves from crowding his children to starvation, 
it was his duty to use anv means whatever. 
Mr. S e a rs thought that this biil would open the 
door to evils the members could not foresee and did 
not dream of. It would reverse all the rules of evi­ 
dence. .A t present even inanimate things were 
competent evidence. He instanced a case where 
some one might come to commit a robbery, with 
only a little girl and a Chinaman in the house, and 
iu «*rdt:r to save himself from detection he might 
feel obliged to plunge a knife into the breast of the 
child. The Chinaman may see the murder, but he 
is not competent to testify ; the knife i^an evidence, 
but this bill would say the Chinaman is not coni|»e- 
te n t; a club has beeu used, and is covered with the 
blood, and hair adhering to it proves from its color 
and length that it was the child's. The club, the 
stone, the dog and other silent witnesses are all ad­ 
missible now as evidence, and everything should be 
that can throw* light on a case. He hoped the bill 
would be indefinitely’ |>ostjx*ncd. 
Mr. S attkrw hitr said that he differed from the 
other Senators. He always wanted to be re-e’ected, 
and was willing to own it. He always wanted to 
vote as I1Í3 constituents wished him to. He had his 
own opinion and judgment on all matters, but he 
wished to know what his constituents’ judgment 
w’as, and compare it with his, and shape his action 
in accordance with the wishes of the people. If the 
people wished the Chinese, let them have them ; if 
they did not, abide by their wiBhes. The Demo­ 
crats’ position as regañís the Chinese did not need 
any elucidation, nor did that cf the Republican 
party. He cited the Willis bill in Congress, the ac­ 
tion of Democrats 011 it, and the Fres.dent’s veto, 
and thought that the Republican party showed 
more affection for the Chinaman than for the wh te 
man. He remembered the time when the law* was 
changed. It was about 18C5, when the Republican 
party had freed the slaves and were overflowing 
with sympathy for every race except the Caucasian; 
so they went in for giving the Chinese more privi­ 
leges than before. He thought they thought more 
of elevating any other race than the Caucasian, and 
as a party thought more of a Chinaman than an 
Irishman. He favored the bill. 
Mr. D avis said he had before had occasion to com­ 
mend Mr. Satterwhite for his honesty ami f ankness 
in his avowals. Of course, being a Democrat, he 
wished a re-election. He never knew a Democrat 
that didn’t wish to be elected, and from the lowest 
to the highest they all felt an assurance that they 
were fit for any office in the gift of the people. 
Thought if the Chinese had a voie, like the Irish, 
that the Democrats would be among the first to 
court them. He defended the Republican party and 
opposed the passage of the bill on the ground that 
it was barbarous. He held it was no test as to a 
man’s desire to get rid o f the Chinese. He Lad 
voted for the bill to prohibit corporations from em­ 
ploying then», and would do everything else that 
was right to get rid of them. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassemble! at 1:30 p. m., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called ami a quorum present. 
Senate resumed consideration of Senate Bill No. 
40.Mr. J o h n s o n spoke in favor of the indefinite 
postponement of the bill, believing it to be a most 
wicked, baibarous and uncalled-for measure. He 
replied to each of the Senators on the other side. 
He said that it was a Democratic Legislature that 
repealed the law that Chinese should not testify in 
the Cunrts of the State. The Seuator from San 
Bernardino seemed to desire to use this bill as a ce­ 
ment to draw together the Democratic and Work­ 
ingmen's parties. He would go xs far os any gentle 
man on the floor in any legitimate direction to rid 
this Statj of the Chinese, but he would not vote for 
a bill that overturned all ideas of right and justice. 
He believed, with the Senator from San Bernardino, 
in carrying out the wishes of the people, and had in­ 
troduced some measures against the Chinese in ac­ 
cordance w ith the Constitution. He was there to 
protect the rights of all—rich, poor, . Chinamen, 
white men, blaek men, or whoever they may be. 
When the time came in the history of the American 
people that th e/ lx»w down beneath the cry of igno­ 
rance and prejudice, when they surrender American 
ideas ami American civilization on the shriek of 
demagogues, the end of the Government is near at 
hand. The Republican party needed no eulogium 
at his hands. Its record was written in the history 
of the country. 
-Mr C heney made a very forcible speech against 
the hill. lie had not intended to enter the discus­ 
sion, but when gentlemen threw down the gauntlet 
and demanded that the Republican party go upon 
the record 011 this case, he was ready to pick 
it uj» 
place himself fquarcly 011 the record. He 
was a thorough Republican, ami he defended that 
party warmly. This bill would not only reject the 
evidence of the Chinaman, but the Indians in this 
State. As a Judge, he had had before him Chinamen 
xs witnesses, who were entitled to more credence 
than many w hite men that had been before him as 
witnesses. 
Mr. Enos desired to speak again, and the Presi­ 
dent ruled that having spoken twice before, and ob­ 
jection being made, under Rule 23, lie was l.ot en­ 
titled :o speak again. 
The Chair was sustained by a vote of 17 ayes to 
10 noes. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone then pre­ 
vailed, by the following vote :

Senate Bill No. 122—An Act appropriating money 
for the relief of Louisa Kohler (by Mr. Traylor)-^- 
wxs read second time. 
Mr. H ittell moved to indefinitely postpone the 
bill.The motion prevailed. 
• 
.Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 14—Relative to 
railroad companies and land patents (by Mr. Elios)— 
was read a second time and ordered engrossed. 
benate Bill No. 277—An Act to amend fc*ection 
4 of an Act entitled an Act to authorize the Boaid 
of Trustees of the town of Colusa to issue bonds 
for road purposes, approved March 20,1878 (by Mr. 
Glascock)—1was read sec •ml tune. 
Mr Nye c¿ked if the bill had been to a com­ 
mittee 
Mr. G l a sc o c k— On the introduction of this bill, 
at my request, it was referred to the Committee of 
the Whole. Daring the session of the Legislature 
of 1877-8 it was found necessary for the town of 
C<-lusa to issue bonds for road purposes. An Act 
was pissed authorizing that town to issue bonds 
not to exceed $20,090. The Act was passed and in 
copying a clerical error occurred in a single word. 
Section 4 rea»is: 
“ Said bonds shall bear the 
date of their issuance, and the said coupons shall 
be for the interest from such date up to the 
first day of January, 1379.’’ The words “ Said 
coupons” should be “ first coupons,” so that it 
would read: “ ¿aid bonds shall bear thedate f their 
Issuance, and the first coupons shall be for the in­ 
terest from such date up to the 1st day of January, 
1879." 1 asked that i; might he referred to tne 
Committee of the Whole, that it might be passed 
through more rapidly. If any gentleman wishes 
that thi3 bill be referred to the Judiciary Committee 
I have no objections.* The Trustees of the town of 
Colusa had some difficulty in disposing of these 
bonds, from the fact that the word “ saiu” referred 
t«> the coupons of these Lords f »r a number of 
years, and that would be construed that all of the 
coupons should only bear interest from the date of 
the issuance of the bonds up to the 1st day of Jan­ 
uary, 1879, and would debar the holder of the 
bonds from interest after the 1st day cf January, 
1879. 
Mr. Nye said that the Committee on Judiciary 
were examining the question as to whether charters 
and tpeciai Acts could be amended under the new 
Constitution. From bis investigation be believed 
they were incapable of amendment. 
Mr. G la sc o c k said that if the gentleman so un­ 
understood the Constitution he differed with him. 
It had been frequently slated 011 the floor that the 
new Constitution prohibitt»l a l special legislation. 
He asserted that this was not true, it was only 
certain clashes of special legislation that were pro­ 
hibited. 
Mr. Dickinson snggestod that the bill be ordered 
engrossed and allowed to come up for passage, aud 
then that qu:stioii coald We discussed. 
31 r. Pardee said that if the Senator fr >m Colusa 
and his people were willing to take the chances ou 


the constitutionality of the bill, the Senate ought 
to allow them that privilege. So far as his investi­ 
gation had gone, the lawyers were about equally di 
vided on the question of the right of the Legislature 
to amend charters and special Acts. He thought it 
right to give the Senator and the people of Colusa 
the benefit of the doubt. He tdiould vote for the 
engrossment of the bill, and if it came up for pas­ 
sage would vote for its passage, because the Senator 
and his constituents wanted it, and were willing to 
take lheir chances on its constitutionality. 
The bill was ordered engrossed.

THE SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER. 
Assembly Bill No. 25—An Act to provide for the 
election of fifteen freeholders to frame a charter for 
cities containing more than 100,000 inhabitants, and 
to provide for tne ratification of the same (by Mr. 
Braunhart). 
Opposed by Mr. M a y on the ground that it is un­ 
constitutional, inasmuch as it deprives electora not 
freeholders from holding a place in the B ard to 
frame a new charter for the city of San Francisco. 
He moved to strike out the enacting clause. 
Mr. B r a u n h a rt offered as an argument in favor 
of the bill that freeholders had the btst right to 
frame a charter affecting the property owned by 
them. 
Let them frame the charter, and let it be 
ratified or rejected, as they deem best. He under­ 
stood that there was another charter proposed, 
which would give them a sort of autocratic govern­ 
ment. He was opposed to it. There are but a few 
changes necessary to make the government conform 
to the Constitution. This ri simply an enabling 
Act, and he hoped the friends of the Constitution 
would stand by the bill. 
Mr. T y le r said the hill was in violation of the 
Constitution. He was anxious to carry out the 
Constitution. 
But it iij3 “ any city containing 
more than 100,000 inhabitants may frame a charter, 
etc.” The authorities of the city can alone do this, 
aud this Legislature has 110 power to meddle iu the 
matter. The Constitution says that it shall be sub­ 
mitted to the Legislaturs for’ their ratification, and 
there is no such provision in this bill. 
Mr. B ra u n h a rt said there was no necessity for it, 
because that will remain for the next Legislature to 
pass on it. 
Mr. Tyler said his objection was that this Legis­ 
lature ought not to be touched. 
Mr. Fox said the whole power is found in the 
Constitution, and that is permissive and not manda­ 
tory. The Legislature has no power to touch the 
question. The whole machinery is provided for in 
city governnu nt«, ami the only thing the Legislature 
can do is to ratify the charter’ 
Mr. McDade said the de!t*gati<»n was not unani­ 
mous. Four voted against it. Some thought it un­ 
necessary for the Legislature to do am thing in the 
matter, and that the Constitution was not manda­ 
tory, but permfeaive. 
¡&Mr. M cC a r th y opposed the bill, because the 
charter would be required to be kept fur three years 
before it could be submitted to the Legislature. 
The next Legi»laturccann«.t reach it, and he thought 
the charter must originate in San Francisco. 
Mr. H a rd y concurred in the above view. lie read 
from the Constitution. The city is permitted to 
continue under it* present '.barter, except where 
that charter conflicts’with the general law. The 
bill is unnecee.°ary an i unconstitutional. 
Mr. L an e opposed the charter. 
Mr. Anthony was opposed to it. 
llr. B ru n e r was opposed to putting in any prop­ 
erty qualification for anything. 
. . 
Mr. D u B rutz thought the word “ may" meant 
“ m ust” iu this sense. He was in favor of the hill. 
Mr. F e lto n was iu favor of striking out the en­ 
acting clause. 
. 
Mr. Corcoran said the section of the Constitution 
was not self-ojierative, and be was in favor of the 
bid- 
. „ 
. 
Mr. Sinon said the people cf San Francisco expect 
just such a bill as that to pass, and he was in favor 
of the bill. He believed that freeholders should 
frame the charter. 
Mr. Gafhct believed that it should be left to the 
people 
San Francisco, who know their own wants 
better than any one else. 
Mr. McCallion said the San Francisco delegation 
arc the representatives of the people of that ciiy, 
and tbev have reported it favorably. He was in 
favor of the bill. 
Mr. McC arty of Lake said it was a question as to 


whether San Francisco or this Legislature shill 
make one for them. He was In favor of San Fran­ 
cisco making her own charter. 
Mr. Finlaym‘*n opposed the bill. No man who 
pays a cent of taxes has aaked for the passage of this 
Act. 
Mr. Matbell *]>oke in fam r of allowing the <áty 
te manage its own affairs. Fie favored the bill. 
The ayes and noes were called, and the House re­ 
fused to strike out, by a vote of 31 to 44. 
Mr. Tyler moved to recommit the bill to the Com­ 
mittee on County Governments for amendment. If 
they will confine it to an enabling Act he would fa­ 
vor it. Lost. 
Mr. Merry moved toamend Section 1. Strikeout 
the won! “ the” and insert “ any." Carried. 
Also, strike out tho word “ shall,” and insert 
“ may.” Carried. 
The bill was variously amended and ordered read 
a third time. 
THE RAILROAD BILLS. 
Mr. Del Valle moved to take up Assembly Bill 
No. b-1—the Enabling Act. St» ordered. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Assembly Bill No. 151, which had been recom­ 
mended for passage by the Committee on Corpora­ 
tions , was read for information. 
.. 
Assembly Bill No. 8i was then considered» 
Mr. M aybell moved to amend so as to make it 
unlawful for either the Commissioners or their of* 
fleers te accept a free pass. Lost. 
Mr. M aybell moved to reduce the salary from 
$4 000 to $3,500. 
Upon a call of the roll the amendmeut was re­ 
jected—ayes 18, noes 68. 
Mr. Gaffbt moved to strike out Section ?. De­ 
clared out of order. 
Mr. Bkunkr moved to strike out the enacting 
clause; 
The Speaker—The question is upon the passage of 
the bill. 
^ 
Mr. Tyler said that No. 151 had been declared by 
the committee to be the best bill. He concurred 
with the committee that it is by far the best bill, 
and, with some amendments, ought to pass. It 
seems to be much more complete, he said, than the 
other. 
Mr. F elton said he thought that bill No. 151 was 
a more complete bill than the other, and the com­ 
mittee thought so too. It not only organizes the 
Commission but defines their powers and duties. 
Bill No. 64 did not, in his opinion, nuet the require­ 
ments of the case. The amendments to it were 
taken from bill No. 84, in order to combine the good 
points of both bills. 
Mr. Brunkk said that bill No. 84 enables the Com­ 
missioners and the Attorney and Secretary to draw 
their salaries and that is about all In that respect 
it was truly an enabling Act. They will have ab­ 
solutely nothing to do. They cannot go on and 
issue processes because the bill does not authorize 
it. The expenses to be incurred under that bill were 
outrageously high, and he should oppose it. 
Mr. May raised the |»oiiit of order that in the 
printed bill the salary is fixed at $5,000, wher as it 
had been reduced to $4,000. He held that the house 
could not act until it had been reprinted with the 
amendment in. 
Mr. S pencer said it was well known by every 
member that the origiual bill reads $4,000, and it 
was merely standing on a technicality. It was a 
mere clerical error in the printed bill. This was an 
enabling Act, and that was all that was claimed for 
it. It was simply desired to {dace the Commission 
in motion. Bill No. 151 is fuller, it is true, but the 
trouble lies iu the fact that it was too full, aud does 
too much. 
Mr. H ardy could see no good reason for another 
bill. He would embody all the legislation necessary 
in one bill. If the House becomes satisfied that Bill 
151 embodies all that is necessary, then that bill 
should be passed. Bill 84 is certainly inadequate. 
Hs reviewed and compared the provisions of the two 
hills, and analyzed them very thoroughly to show 
that many provisions deemed absolutely necessary 
were wanting in Bill 84. 
Mr. Mulholland said the House was simply wast­ 
ing the time and doing no good. It was, he said, 
very evident that Bill 84 was an incomplete instru­ 
ment, ami would not accomplish what was desired. 
It is a tadpole which will never develop into a frog. 
He was in favor of striking out the enacting clause. 
Mr. 1 tlf.r called attention te the fact that thero 
is no way provided by which the Bail ff can be paid. 
Mr. May insisted upon his point of order. 
The Chair ruled that where there was a mistake 
of but a word, or any trifling mistake, it was not 
necessary to have it reprinted. If such a rale were 
adopted a bill might easily be defeated by repeated 
mistakes. But as that question was likely to arise 
any moment, he would rule on it, and he desired to 
have Some one appeal in a friendly way. 
Mr. Camrox took an appeal, seconded by Frink 
and Tyler. 
Mr. C a m r o x spoke against the decision of the 
Chair. 
Mr. Felton took the same ground. The Supreme 
Court had stood on a technicality, and he believed 
in keeping in the strict letter of the Constitution. 
Mr. 1>kl V alle said the Chair was right. The 
House was thoroughly informed as to the contents 
of the bill, and this was but a mere typographical 
error. 
Mr. Fox took the same ground. If this were the 
enrolled bi’.l it would be entirely a different matter. 
Mr. Ty ler sup|»orted the ruling of the Chair. 
The Chair was sustained. 
Mr. May said the bill was not worthy the support 
of the House. The bill provides that the whole re­ 
tinue shail travel on the railroads at the rate of ten 
cents per mile. When they w ish to go to Yuma and 
bat k, it will cost an immense sum. Their mileage 
will amount to more than their salaries. The bill 
w as badly drawn, and would pile up an enormous 
bill of expense on the State. 
Mr. B raunhart took an r.p|>osite view, and favored 
the bill. The Commissioners by the Constitution 
are given permission to travel free, but the attorncys 
and officers do not come under that category. The 
pitiful cost of this ComuiiKsison will not be felt be­ 
side the benefits that will accrue o the people of 
the State. The bill has been carefully drawn, and 
ought to pass. 
Mr Y ork thought that it was wrong to kick a 
man after he is dead. This bill was dead an hour 
ago, and yet the House was arguing upon it. llud 
it not been out of courtesy for the author, he would 
m ote the previous question. 
Mr. D el V alli closed the debate. He said dead 
things had often been known to rise again, and this 
was one of those things. This was not a ¡>et meas­ 
ure with him, but he acted on the advice of Davy 
Crockett, “ Be sure you are right and then go 
ahead.” When he yvos convinced that a measure 
was right he would always be found unflinching and 
unyielding. This was intended a* an enabling Act, 
and was all that was ela med for it. Bili No. 151 is 
more complete, but it is not full. It «lot s *.»t define 
what a transportation company is. Bill No. Si is in­ 
tended to bring these Commissioners together and 
put the machinery in working order. After this bill 
will corn»* n complete bill, which .‘hall settle all 
other questions and define what is a transportation 
company. It is a piece of a grand whole, and. as 
far as it goes, is complete. He called upon the 
House to stand by the people and pass this bill.

ANSW ER TO THE TRO-CHINESE ME- 
NORIAL. 
The following is the report of the special com­ 
m ittee appointed by the Committee on Chinese Im­ 
migration and Emigration in relation to the memo­ 
rial submitted to the Legislature, pray ing that no 
anti-Chinese measures be passed of a “ crncl and 
wicked nature” -said memorial being numerously 
signed by the several pastors of Oakland and highly 
respected citizens thereof. The report will be pre­ 
sented to-day: 
To Revs. J. K. McLean, G'anvill 8. Abbott, Tho*. 
Guard, Ira M. Condit, of the Chinese Presbyterian 
Church, and numerous others : In answer to your 
memorial the special committee respectfully sub­ 
m its the following answ er: 
Your memorial respectfully submits that there 
are several auti-Chinese bills now before the Legis­ 
lature. You ask us to give them due consideration. 
We answer that we are so doing. You call our at­ 
tention to the fact “ that nations should not violate 
any principle of truth, justice or moral law,” aud in­ 
timate that anti-Chin se legislation would necessar­ 
ily be a violation of truth, justice and moral law. 
Wc answer : That to protect our pepole from inter­ 
course with a race steeped in the accumulated vices 
of unnumbered centuries—a race devoid of faith, 
honor, \irtue, truth, morality or ju-tice— is it) pro­ 
tect, and not to violate, any principe of “ truth, 
justice or moral law.” And we earnestly charge 
that the Chinese have neither love for God or man, 
and lack that high aspiration oectssary to true 
Christianity, that love of virtue for virtue's sake, 
that sublime coftvictSon of a D vine Spirit permeat­ 
ing all, and that inward resignation, without which 
none can e»»tcr the kingdom of our Savior's love. 
We would kindly call your attention to the name­ 
less scenes of iniquity aud dens of horror into 
whose maelstrom of death and divine wrath thou­ 
sands of our once promising sons and daughters are 
being gradually overwhelmed. We ask you, Have 
not Christians enough to answer for, without hsting 
the additional sins of a barbarous, idolatrous and 
unrighteous race engrafted upon their already too 
corrupt civilization? 
You say, “ every man of every race has a natural 
right to go to any country he may choose.” We an­ 
swer, yes. Wc applaud the sentiment aa noble, 
broad, grand, ami of unquestionable justice. Yet 
we respectfully submit a provision equally as truth­ 
ful. Every nfan has a right te go to any country he 
may choose, provided that he endangers not the 
safety of the country to w hich he goes. That the 
importation of the coolies does endanger the peace 
and safety snd welfare of the country we most earn­ 
estly subinit and strenuously assert. 
You say, “ Every man has aright to labor;” and 
again, “ Every man lmth a right te employ such la­ 
borers as he may please.” * Yes, both assertions are 
equally true. Yet the boundary of every right is 
where that right crosses the right of anoihei ; then 
such light ccai-ea to be right and immediately be­ 
comes wrong. Where a man has not the right to

THE WISDOM OF KEEPING A GOOD MAH 
IN OFFICE. 
Sacramento has been for years in debt. 
It is therefore necessary that the affairs of 
tho city should he conducted a3 efficiently- 
and economically as possible. The wisdom 
of continuing in office men whose faithful­ 
ness and efficiency lias been proved, is con­ 
ceded in all conditions of life hut those into 
which politics enter. It would he very 
much the liest course to recognize the prin­ 
ciple there also, whenever it can he done, 
and a conjuncture has arrived in which it 
may be applied with advantage. In a few 
days an election will be held for Second 
Trustee. Mr. Knox is about to conclude 
a six-years term of public service, in which 
he has proved himself one of the best of­ 
ficers Sacramento has ever had. No man 
understands 
the 
needs of the city 
better. 
No man has earned a bet­ 
ter title to tho confidence and es­ 
teem of the community. In moments 
of danger and apprehension his sterling 
qualities, his great administrative ability, 
his strong sense of duty, have been exhib­ 
ited to the admiration of all who have pb- 
served him. As Street Commissioner he 
has done the most that could be done with 
the means at his disposal; has always 
practiced the most rigid supervision and 
economy ; and has resisted every attempt 
to squander the public funds upon unnec­ 
essary undertakings. He has never availed 
himself of his opportunities to make polit­ 
ical capital for himself. He.has never put 
his own interests before the people’s. He 
has been vigilant, active, prudent, upright, 
and in every way efficient. And since this 
¡3 but simple truth, freely admitted by 
all right-mmded citizens, and since 
the system of street improvements now 
in progress ought, as a mere business 
proposition, to be completed under the 
superintendence of the man who under­ 
stands it best, we desire to suggest tli# ad­ 
visability of re-electing Mr. Knox, without 
any reference to party politics, but because 
he is the best man for the office. No party 
nced apprehend anJ' baleful consequences 
from the outcome of so purely local an 
election, and at such elections politics may- 
very well be ignored, to the advantage of 
the public administration. 
There is no 
prospect of getting a better man than Mr. 
Knox. So far as w-e know there is no 
prospect of getting as good a man through 
party machinery. It would therefore be a 
sensible thing ta vindicate the principle 
of retaining good men in the public service, 
by reinstating this faithful and zealcns 
officer. 
THE STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 
The destruction of the State Normal 
School by fire yesterday- occurred at a most 
unfortunate juncture for the friends of 
that institution. 
It has been very hard 
to convince the Legislature of the propriety 
of renewing the appropriation for it, the 
main objection apparently being that the 
students educated there have not as a rule 
taught after graduating, but have adopted 
some other occupation, if men, and, if 
women, have married. As the rebuilding 
of the school would require a consider 
able appropriation, it is probable that 
a strong effort will now be made to 
abolish the institution. 
If the educa­ 
tional scheme outlined in the new 
Constitution is carried 
into 
effect, 
perhaps this will 
prove of 
little 
consequence, since in that case the cause 
of public education will be ruined, and 
therefore it may not be worth while to 
contend for the preservation of a frac­ 
tional part of it. But if any- serious effort 
is to be made to introduce educational re­ 
forms into the State, it will be necessary 
to consider the methods by which trained 
teachers are to be secured. To say that 
they ought to train themselves is to say 
that people ought to be expected to spend 
a small fortune in preparation for a career 
affording the narrowest subsistence to 
those who follow it. Let teachers be paid 
as lawyers and physicians are, and they 
could afford to train themselves. If, how­ 
ever, the State needs educated teachers, as 
things are, it mnst train them at its own 
expense or go without them, 


INCONSISTENT DEMOCRATS. 
A canvass among the representative 
Democrats of Sacramento shows that their i 
favorite candidate for the Presidency is 
Senator Thurman, and California Demo­ 
crats generally appear to prefer him even 
before Bayard. This is a somewhat curi­ 
ous circumstance, inasmuch as 1 hurman is 
the most undemocratic Democrat in the 
party to-day. His latest and most impor­ 
tant work has been the framing of the rail­ 
road bill which has taken his name, and 
that measure is unquestionably the most 
pronounced step towards governmental 
centralization that ha3 yet been taken. 
Some recent articles in this journal on the 
dangers of the present centralizing move­ 
ment have been commented on by Demo­ 
cratic contemporaries as embodying doc­ 
trine which the Democracy has always 
held. If this is the case, it would be difficult 
to account for the preference now shown 
by California Democrats for a man who 
may be justly styled the High Priest of Cen­ 
tralization. If that tendency is dangerous 
and against public policy, the statesman 
who lias given it the greatest impulse it 
has ever received cannot be a fit representa­ 
tive of a party that professes to regard the 
doctrine as heretical. Yet there can be no 
doubt as to Thurman’s position in this re­ 
gard. He proposed anil urged to its final 
passage a law which strikes an almost fatal 
bio a- at the rights of the States; which 
endows Congress with powers never con­ 
templated by the founders of the R epublic; 
which strips California of the authority to 
control corporations of her own creation ; 
which degrades the State into a territory, 
and concentrates all real power at W asli- 
ington. Democrats w ill do well to remem­ 
ber that it is not a Republican, but 
one of their own most trusted and 
honored leaders, who has become the 
advocate of centralization in its most 
radical and uncompromising shape ; and 
they will also do well to ask themselves 
whether, in supporting this contemner of 
States’ rights, they are not stultifying 
themselves, and abandoning the principles 
the maintenance of which, as one of their 
journals observes, “ makes them Demo- 
“ crats.” The theory of government em­ 
bodied in tho Thurman bill is incompatible 
with the retention of any reserved rights 
by the States. It reduces them to the po­ 
sition of mere provinces, and eliminates 
their sovereignty altogether. It transforms 
the Union into an Empire, under the abso­ 
lute control of Congress, and it even goes 
so far as to assume for the last-named body 
power to abrogate and annul contracts 
made by the State, at its pleasure or ca­ 
price. 
How little the average Democrat com­ 
prehends the drift of events and realizes 
their significance, is strikingly- shown in 
the preference evinced by members of that 
party for Thurman. It might almost be 
thought that since the rebellion all party 
landmarks bad been obliterated, and that 
Democrats merely followed an old habit in 
retaining their former name, but had 
lost all memory of the principles upon 
which their political programme was ori­ 
ginally founded. Remembering what kind 
of doctrines Thurman represents, his nom­ 
ination by sincere Democrats would be as 
flagrant a solecism as the choice of Jeffer­ 
son Davis by the Republicans. 
This 
fact one would suppose to be obvi­ 
ous, yet it is evident that it lias been 
entirely- overlooked. The policy which 
Thurman has identified himself witli is, 
moreover, essentially a Republican policy-, 
and it has received its most emphatic in­ 
dorsement and elucidation at the hands of 
a Republican Supreme Court. The ablest 
refutation it has met has been supplied by­ 
Justice Field, and the significance of bis 
opposition to the centralizing programme 
was instantly interpreted by Republican 
party organs as being partisan, for no 
other reason than because they knew that 
Democratic statesmen had always hitherto 
been found in the same attitude of hos­ 
tility to the imperialist policy. 
Thur­ 
man and Field arc as far apart on this 
great issue as Blaine and Hill on the 
Southern question, but though both the 
former are nominally Democrats, Field 
stands for the doctrine with tlie defense 
of which 
the 
party 
is identified, 
while Thurman is the champion of 
ideas which have been at the bottom of 
every- Republican measure condemned and 
protested against by the Democracy. 
Thurman is in fact a Republican of the 
Republicans, for he has done more than 
any of them to fasten upon the country 
that policy of centralization which every 
intelligent Democrat affects to disapprove 
of. If our California Democrats have, un­ 
consciously to themselves, changed their 
politics, however, and forsaken the convic­ 
tions of their forefathers, it would be more 
practical in them to choose an acknowl­ 
edged Republican for their candidate than 
a renegade like Thurman, who has no longer 
any more Democracy about him than goes 
to a name. If,.on the contrary, our friends 
are still opposed to centralization, it is evi­ 
dent that they have made a singularly un­ 
fortunate selection of a representative on 
this occasion. 


DOUBLE TAXATION. 
The revenue hills are perplexing the 
committees, and no wonder. The attem pt 
to avoid double taxation without violating 
the new Constitution must be ranked 
among the most difficult and delicate of 
feats. W hether it is practicable at all is 
indeed by no means certain. The Consti­ 
tution prescribes and defines taxable prop­ 
erty, and enumerates among the objects of 
taxation several things which are not prop­ 
erty- at all in any scientific sense, but are 
merely the vouchers for or representatives 
of property. These shadows or reflections 
the Constitution says shall be taxed equally 
with the real things which constitute ac­ 
tual property, and unless the Legislature 
takes the responsibility of ignoring the 
plain letter of the organic law, it is 
difficult to see how this mischief can be 
avoided. In fact the Legislature has new 
encountered one of those embarrass meats 
which were so airily disposed of while the 
new Constitution was under discussion. 
At that time many people excused their 
apathy, or sought to justify- their support 
of the measure, by saying that it would 
be easy enough to overcome all such diffi­ 
culties as this when the Legislature came 
to put the new law in force. The R ecof.d- 
U nion combatted this idea, aud pointed 
out the extreme and dangerous precision 
and minuteness of some of the worst parts 
ol the instrument. W e then expressed the 
opinion that it would be found scarcely 
possible to modify or elude the destructive 
force of these provisions, if it was once 
adopted. Our advice, however, was not 
heeded, and now the people and Legisla­ 
ture can see for themselves how intracta­ 
ble the instnpnuui is. The Constitution 
declares that (Art. X III) : “ The word 
“ 1 property ’ as used in this article and sec- 
“ tion, is hereby declared to include mon- 
“ eys, credits, bonds, stocks, dues, fran­ 
** chiscs, and all other matters and things, 
“ real, personal and mixed capable of 
“ private ownership.” To apply that defini­ 


tion of property without imposing doable 
taxation, isa problem the solution of which 
ought to qualify the successful legislator 
for a Chair of Casuistry. 
THE RATE OF INIESEST. 
All attem pts to fix the rate of interest 
by law have invariably failed, and for the 
reason that it is a matter altogether beyond 
the reach of legislation. To say that all 
men at all times shall pay the same rate for 
the use of money, is to assume that the 
necessities of all men at all times are pre­ 
cisely the same, which is ridiculous. It is 
also to assume that all possessors of money 
will he willing to lend it on the same 
terms, and this is not less absurd, seeing 
that there are many shades of risk to be 
encountered, and that every- risk must be 
paid for by the borrower. It has been 
sought to keep up usury laws in many 
States of the Union, though seven­ 
teen 
States and 
Territories 
have 
abandoned it. 
But even those which 
have undertaken to fix the rate of inter­ 
est always provide that r. much higher rale 
may be agreed upon by Bpecial contract, 
and of course the practical effect of this is 
to make the higher rate the one which 
commonly obtains. 
In Massachusetts, 
Maine, Pennsylvania, and many other 
States, usury law3 have been given up as 
opposed to public policy, and there can lie 
little doubt that this is the tendency of 
legislation. When the rate of interest is 
fixed by law, and it- is not permitted to 
exceed it under special contracts, the 
condition of the 
borrower is excep­ 
tionally hard. 
Even then the law is 
evaded, but it tends to force tlie necessi­ 
tous into the clutches of a sort of 
harpies who fleece them 
far more 
mercilessly than would be possible when 
the money-market Í3 free from statu­ 
tory restraints. 
As all tlie legislation 
had under the new Constitution in regard 
to the taxation of mortgages must tend to 
divert capital from that form of invest, 
ment, moreover, it should be obvious that 
a usury law in this State would be calcu­ 
lated to injure the borrower exceptionally. 
In fact, we have no doubt that such a law 
as lias been proposed, limiting the rate of 
interest to 6 per cent., would have the 
effect of preventing the renewal of mort­ 
gages in á multitude of cases, and thus of 
dispossessing embarrassed farmers of their 
homes. 
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Affairs at the National Capital. 
[Special to the Record-Uxiok.] 
W ash in gton, February 10th.—The Sen­ 
ate Public Lands Committee to-day unani­ 
mously agreed to recommend the passage of a 
bill introduced by Senator Booth, which is of 
special importance to a large number of set­ 
tlers in California, and of interest to all other 
persons concerned with land matters. It pro­ 
vides in its first section that any person who 
has settled, or who shall hereafter settle, on 
any public lands, whether suryeyed or unsur­ 
veyed, with the intention of claiming the 
same under the homestead laws, shall be al­ 
lowed the same time to file his homestead ap­ 
plication and perfect his original entry in 
the Land Office as is now allowed to 
settlers under the pre-emption laws to put 
their claims on record, and this right shall 
relate back at the date of settlement, the 
same as if he settled under the pre-emption 
laws. The second section provides that where 
lands have been applied for and the original 
entry made under the homestead laws, and 
where such entries have not been made in 
good faith, or where no lands have been 
abandoned after the original entry and before 
the final entry, such lands shall be subject to 
the claim, under the homestead or pre-emp­ 
tion laws, of the first settler, who- has 
settled, or shall hereafter settle on the same, 
provided that such settler has taken, or 
shall hereafter, within six months from the 
time of his settlement, take the necessary 
steps to have said homestead entry cancelled, 
auil shall pay the Land Office fees in said 
contest. The bill further provides that when 
a homestead or timber-culture claimant shall 
file a written relinquishment of his claim in 
the local Land Office, the land covered by 
such claim shall he considered open to settle­ 
ment and entry, without further action on the 
part of the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, in the same manner as it would have 
been if no entry under the homestead or titu- 
ber-culture laws had ever been made. 
The Senate Public Lands Committee also 
to-day authorized Booth to report for passage 
a bill providing that every person entitled to 
tliebenetitsof the homestead law, wliohashere- 
tofore entered a quantity of land less than 
160 acres, shall have the privilege of entering 
an additional quantity to make up the full 
amount of 160 acres, provided that when 
such additional entry cannot be made of 
lands contiguous to the original entrwof the 
applicant, he may select lands elsewhere ; 
but be shall not be entitled to a patent there­ 
for without satisfactory proof to the General 
Land Office ot the planting and continuous 
cultivation of forest or fruit trees on au 
area of the same equal to one acre for each 
forty acres thereof, during a period of three 
years, and provided further, that any person 
who has entered less than 100 acres may, if 
he so elect, surrender his original entry to the 
LTnited States for cancellation, and thereupon 
be entitled to enter lands under the home­ 
stead law the same as if the surrendered entry 
hail not been made. 
Senator Farley has prepared, and will 
shortly introduce, a bill providing for the 
creation of a new customs district, to consist 
of all that portion of California south of 
Point Concepcion, except San Diego county. 
The port of entry of the new district 
is to be Wilmington. 
The bill re­ 
cently 
introduced 
by Representative 
Pacheco proposed to make Wilmington 
the sola port of entry for all of California 
south of Point Concepcion, thus abolishing 
the Col!ector3hip of Customs at San Diego. 
Senator Farley’s bill, while diminishing the 
area of the San Diego district, leave? the 
Custom-house and Collectors!»pat that point. 
His object is to divide the State into three 
districts instead of two. It is of interest to 
note in this connection that there are fiom 
three to fourteen customs districts in each of 
the Atlantic seaboard States. Maine alone 
has fourteen, and Farley thinks that Califor­ 
nia, with her immense stretch of sea coast, 
should have at least three ports of entry. 
The Regan bill concerning inter state com­ 
merce by railroads, as foreshadowed last 
week in these dispatches, was to-day defeated 
in the House Committee on Commerce, but 
the vote was very close, and its friends will 
renew the struggle iu the House, if any bill 
on the same general subject is reported to 
that body, which as yet is somewhat doubt­ 
fuLEx-Senator Barnum, Chairman of the 
Democratic National,Committee, has arrived 
here, to make preparation for the meeting 
next week. It is said on good authority that 
while he is not overfriendly to Governor Til- 
deD, he believes Tilden is the strongest man 
that can be put up, and will receive the 
Presidential nomination. He thiuks Thur­ 
man is oat of the race; also Seymour, be­ 
cause he will not consent to have his name 
used, and that Bayaril cannot be nominated, 
because the West will not support him. He 
also thinks that the Tammany New York 


troubl ¿3 will also be reconciled in the national 
cam paign. 
Horrible suspicion — A Son Arrested Tor 
l'ot'ouiug His Aged Father. 
Omaha, February 10th.—On January 29th 
there arrived at Grand Island C. M. Law­ 
rence, an old gentleman from Brattleboro, 
Vfc, with liis ton Frank, of Chicago. The 
son claimed that his father had met with au 
accident in Iowa, causing insanity. Thurs­ 
day night last the old gentleman died sud­ 
denly and mysteriously, without natural 
cause. A suspicion of foul play being strong, 
the son was arrested, charged with poisoning 
his father with prussic acid. The symptoms, 
the circumstances, and the finding of the 
deadly drug in the possession of the son, go 
to prove that the old gentleman was poisoned. 
No cause is assigned other than fur the insur­ 
ance on his father’s life, there being 811,000, 
85.000 in the New York Kuickerbocker and 
80.000 in the Traveler’s of Hartford. The 
sou is in jail, awaiting examination on the 
24th of February. 
Conversion of National Gold Banks. 
W ashington, February 10th.—Upon the 
request of Hon. A. F. Page, to the Comp­ 
troller of the Currency, it has been decided to 
forward to the national gold banks of Cali­ 
fornia, immediately upoD the approval of the 
bill authorizing the conversion of national 
gold banks, all the necessary forma for such 
conversion, and upon a deposit of 810,000 iu 
gold coin with the Assistant Treasurer iu 
San Frauciseo, and a receipt of his transfer 
certificate, together with the papers properly 
executed, such gold banks wiil be converted 
into other national asssociations, as provided 
iu the bill which has recently passed. Con­ 
gress. 
Proposition to Frobiliit Aruiy Bands from 
Fluting on Sunday. 
New Y o rk , February 10th.—The Times' 
Washington special says: Representative 
Spear of Georgia recently introduced in the 
House a bill to prohibit bands of the army 
playing music on Sunday. This bill, it seems, 
is objectionable to General Sherman, and that 
distinguished officer has witten a letter to 
Spear, in which he threatens to remove the 
troops from garrison at Atlanta if that gen­ 
tleman presses his bill. 
This lias brought 
upon Spear a large number of letters from 
Atlanta protesting against its passage. Spear 
has been irritated by Sherman’s method of 
expressing opposition to his measure, and 
proposes to rise to a personal explanation, and 
to call the General of the Army to account 
for threatening to use his official influence to 
defeat a measure pending in Congress, and 
for attempting to intimidate members of the 
House. 
Chinese New Tear In New Turk. 
New Y ork, February 10th.—The first 
public celebration of the Chiuese New Year 
in this city took place last evening in Trinity 
Baptist Church. The event was observed by 
the students of the Chinese department of 
the Bible class of the Sunday School, and 
drew a very large assemblage of ladies and 
gentlemen. Everybody iu church was on the 
tip-toe of expectation, and curiosity ran very 
high. Ah Wing, the leader, is a pupil at the 
Cooper Institute School of Design, and 
is quite a skillful artist. He and his 
fellows were all smiling happily and in 
the best of spirits. The festival opened 
with an appropriate address by the 
pastor, Dr. James B. SimmonB, and later 
on Mr. Jackson, the Mott-street missionary, 
spoke to Ah Wing and his associates in Chi­ 
nese. After his address and reply by Ah

Loss or California Affairs—1The Capture o f 
Sa« K alacl. 
S an D iego, February 10th.—Governor 
Caatrijon, of La Frontera, Lower California, 
arrived in town this morning, via the Campo 
road. He reports that General Marquez, 
with his staff and orderlies—35 men in all— 
arrived at San Rafael on the evening of the 
Gth, and threw up earthworks about one mile 
from town. He sent a messenger into town 
to demand its surrender. Castrijon, who had 
also arrived at San Rafael that same evening 
from the boundary line, refused to surrender, 
but proposed a conference, which was ac­ 
cepted, and he met Marquez at a point in the 
suburbs. The latter disclaimed other than 
political ends, but insisted that the town must 
be placed in liia npssession. Castrijon re­ 
turned and assembled his force in the 
plaza—35 
cavalry 
and 
17 infantry, 
when he found them decidedly averse 
to fighting. Knowing that Marquez would 
attack the place unless it was surren­ 
dered, 
and desiring to avoid injury 
to non-combatants, Caatrijon disbanded his 
forces, ordering them to disperse to their 
home*. He then departed for San Diego, 
with the purpose of proceeding hence on to­ 
morrow's steamer to San Francisco, to con­ 
sult the Mexican representative there. He 
says Marquez told him that he went up from 
La Pax to take the town of Mulege, on the 
Gnlf, but was prevented by the arrival of the 
gunboat Demócrata. Marquez then marched

A meeting of the various Irish Societies of 
the city has been held, at which a committee 
of three was appointed to wait on Mayor 
Thompson and solicit his co-operation to de­ 
vise ways and means for the relief of the 
suffering people of Ireland.

WASHINGTON TERM TO R1. 
Tlie Skagit M ine*-B eginning o f (lie K ush. 
S e a ttle, February 10th.—G. W. McGoy, 
who left the Skagit gold mines in company 
with twelve miners oil Tuesday last, arrived 
here last evening. He states the party were 
only thirteen hours in making the trip from 
the diggings to Goodell’s jilace, twelve miles 
above tlie head of navigation. They passed 
sixty men on the trail and river -on their way 
into the mines. Those already in the di; 
gings are busily engaged constructing shanties 
and prospecting. The snow is settling rapidly. 
Those going into the mines pack an average 
of 100 pounds each overthe trail. A party of 
miners who were recently snowed in at the 
mouth of Panther Creek, and who it was re­ 
ported were likely to starve to death, have 
been found all safe by miners who went in 
search of them, they having killed a number 
of deer which had been driven out of the 
mountains by the snow.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A FARO GAME CAPTURED. 
A few days since officer Dolan became 
aware that a faro game was being conducted 
in a place known as tKe “ Ivy Green,” or 
“ Civil Uights Saloon,” on the west side of 
Third Btreet, between K and L. owned by 
Jesse Slaughter, Jr. and Aleck Harris. In­ 
structions had been given by Chief Stevens 
to raid any place where gaming was allowed, 
and accordingly he began to keep a 
watchful eye over the crowd that met 
there, hut on going iuto the place 
once or twice, found nothing wrong. 
Last night, however, he determined on 
another attempt, and meeting local officer 
Kldred near by, secured his assistance. The 
two then went near the door, and while, in­ 
vestigating the place fortune favored them 
in the way of a fire alarm that caused most 
of the crowd about the bar to rush out upon 
the walk. Hastily realizing their opportu­ 
nity, the officers dashed through to the back 
room, where they found a faro game in 
full progress, with three or four pr.r- 
Bons participating. The dealer, Charles 
MaciL, 
a young man recently from 
Oakland, was dealing, and Frank or “ Divvy” 
Bragg, a youug hoodlum, was keeping the 
cases. These two were arrested, and the wit­ 
nesses were identified and given notice to 
api«:ar. The “ lay out,” consisting of cases, 
cards, and about 400 ivory checks, were cap­ 
tured. Kleven dollars in silver' was found in 
the drawer, and §40 in the pockets of the 
dealer. The dealer claims that he was not a 
hired operator; that the money was his own, 
and he had a few minutes before began the 
game as a banker on a capital of §'20, without 
knowing to whom the “ lay out ” belonged. 
In conversation with the reporter lie freely 
admitted his guilt, and said that they had 
“ watchers ” out to prevent being surprised by 
the police. There can be no doubt of his 
conviction of the offense.

Lodge, No. 5G, have been established. The

the Order has made sure and steady progress. 
In no portion of our State can it be said that 
we have retrograded, while in most places 
where it has been established there has been 
a decide ! increase in interest and member­ 
ship. The depression which has hung over 
the business interests of the country during 
the past six years, and from which our own 
State has not been exempt, has continued 
until within a very short time, and has oper­ 
ated to retard the progress of our Order, hut 
the present indications are favorable to a re­ 
vival of trade and manufactures, and I think 
we may look with confidence for an increased 
interest in Pythian Knighthood during the 
coming year. The report of the G. K. of R. 
and S. shows a marked increase in oar mem­ 
bership, while we have added four new stars 
to our galaxy of Lodges during the year just 
closing.” 
In November he created a new district, to 
comprise the county of Mono. He recites 
the visitations marie, commissions issued, dis­ 
pensations granted, etc. He rendered decis­ 
ions as follows : 
“ By-law of a Subordinate Lodge cannot he 
amemletftuid acted upon by the Lodge with­ 
out the amendment being first submitted to 
the Committee on Laws and Supei vision of 
the Grand Lodge. The amendment first sub­ 
mitted will go into effect from the date of its 
approval by the committee. A brother who 
is in possession of a traveling shield cannot 
visit a Su’oordinate Lodge without the S. A. 
P. W. The Chancellor Commander of a 
Lodge has the right to instruct a brother of 
the Order in possession of an offic al receipt 
and ail order for the S. A. P. W. outside the 
Lodge-room. The Chancellor Commander 
has a right to communicate the S. A. P. \V. 
to a brother of his Lodge, holding a with­ 
drawal card, for the term during which the 
card is granted. A di pensation to admit 
members for §10 for the three ranks does not 
affect the fee for admission by card. Where 
the by-laws of a Lodge provide for an addi­ 
tional fee from applicants over a certain age, 
a dispensation admits for the minimum fee, 
irrespective of age. It is not required that a 
ballot 
be taken on the 
proposition 
to 
grant 
a 
withdrawal 
card ; 
the 
question should be determined by a 
vote of the Lodge. If the brother be clear 
on the books, free from charges, and no valid 
objection he made known, a card must be 
granted. A brother who has served a por­ 
tion of a term, having been elected to fill a 
vacancy, is eligible to the office of Vice­ 
Chancellor. Should all the members of a 
Lodge who are qualified for the office decline 
to serve as Vice-Chancellor, the office may be 
filled by the election of a Knight. Is a 
brother Knight who is disqualified from re­ 
ceiving weekly benefits by reason of not hav­ 
ing ¡been a Knight ‘for the space of six 
months,’ qualified to recommend an appli­ 
cant for initiation into a Subordinate Lodge ? 
Answer—The question is founded on an ille­ 
gal provision of the by-laws of the I-iodge. 
Some benefit must be paid in case of sickness 
from the time of conferring the Knight’s 
rank. The Lodge may, however, provide 
that less than the regular benefits shall be 
paid for a stated period, which benefits cau- 
not be less than SI per week. But, if the 
provision was a legal one, it would not dis­ 
qualify the brother from recommending an 
applicant.”

THE EXTORTION CASE. 
he Police Court yesterday the case of 
R. . Fitzgerald, cnarged with attempting to 
extort-money from the Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Company by verbal threats of 
publishing injurious statements, was called. 
A venire of thirty-six jurore had been sum­ 
moned, and nearly the entire number were 
examined before twelve men were found who 
had net formed some unfavorable opinion of 
the character of the defendant or of the in­ 
surance company. Late iu the afternoon, 
however, a jury was impaneled. 
The prosecution was represented by George 


Clunie appeared for the defense. 
Prior to the impanelment of the jnry W. 
A. Anderson objected to the proceedings, 
stating that under the existing law there was 
no provision for drawing a jury in any Court, 
and surely none for a Police Court. The ob­ 
jection was overruled, and the defense took 
exception to the ruling. 
The first witness sworn was Geo, A. Moore, 
Vice-President of the Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, who, after relating the 
fact of Fitzgerald, having once been em­ 
ployed as solicitor for the company, stated 
that a few weeks ago the defendant carne to 
him and asked for the sum of §100. The wit­ 
ness testified that the defendant then told him 
that Warren Heaton, who was also an insur­ 
ance agent, aud W. D. Stafford, who has re­ 
cently been arrested for embezzlement of the 
funds of an Eastern insurance company, had 
given him §100 to publish and denounce the 
Pacific Mutual. Defendant also said he had 
taken the money because he needed it, hut did 
not wish to pursue any such course, and if 
the company would give him §100 he would 
return the sum already taken, would refrain 
from making such publication, and would, 
instead, give the company favorable adver­ 
tisement. After some other testimony of an 
immaterial nature the witness was dismissed, 
and the Court adjourned until this morning. 
From present indications the fight will be 
a warm one, the prosecution attempting to 
prove that the defendant has a bad character 
in all respects. The defense, on the other 
hand, will attempt to ring in all possible in­ 
jurious facts in regard to the solvency ot the 
insurance company,

The 
adjustment of these details will, of course, 
be in the hands of those desiriug or proposing 
to take stock in tlie enterprise. Should this 
preliminary inquiry, as to the disposition of 
citizens in this matter indicate the practica­ 
bility of the undertaking, a company can 
then be incorporated, all details of plans 
agreed upon, and iu the light of the better 
definition the plan will then have, subscrip­ 
tions to the capital stock can then he re­ 
ceived. In the interest of the public-spirited 
euterpri-e, C. M. Prodger and H. S. Beals 
will confer witli citizens, and ascertain as 
nearly as may be the practicability of the 
undertaking. 
A nother Statement A bout th e T heater. 
F. W. Reinhart, orchestra leader, writes to 
the R ecord-U nion to say that he has given 
much attention to theatrical business, and 
has had more or less intimate relations with 
the business for many years. As a perma­ 
nent resident of Sacramento, with her inter­ 
ests at heart, he urges that the “ old barn ” 
be not purchased. He favors the idea for a 
new theater. He says that some twelve 
years ago Mr. Maguire spent a small fortune 
iu repairing and refitting the old Metropoli­ 
tan. and the result was not satisfactory. lie 
adds that there is a large crack in the west 
wall. As a musician playing in the orches­ 
tra he hears witness to the dangerous draughts 
which sweep over and through stage and 
auditorium, and to the dampness aud gloomy 
character of the {lace, líe says Joseph 
Proctor, when here, had a new stage put 
into the Metropulitan, and that the only de­ 
cent scenery in it is that left by Maguire and 
Procter.

THE NORMAL SCHOOL FIRE. 


Complete Destruction of the Magnifi 
cent Building. 


NOTHING- OF VALUE BISCÜFD. 


Rapid Progress of the Flames—Incendi­ 
arism the Cause. 


[sraclii BY TXLK3KAHI TO TUB RECORD-CNIOK.] 


San J ose, February 10th.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning L. Taylor, a pupil at the Nor 
mal School, discovered 
SMOKE AND FLAMES 
Issuing from the Becond story. The alarm 
was given in a moment, and, in company 
with the terrified janitor, he rushed out 
through the square and upon the street, 
shouting “ fire.” The Fire Department re­ 
sponded to the alarm with alacrity, and after 
arriving upon the scene did everything possi­ 
ble to stay the progress of the fire. Before 
their arrival the flames had gained auch 
headway as to laugh their efforts to scorn. 
WitTT a limited supply of water for such a 
conflagration, a department of treble the 
size and efficiency could not have been of the 
slightest service. In an incredibly short 
space of time the forked tongues lapped the 
cupela on all sides, and soon the whole struc­ 
ture was one mass of flames. The heavy 
girders and joists began to tremble and fall, 
sheets of flame and cinders shot forth in the 
air, and long before daylight the State Nor­ 
mal School building was in ruins. The de­ 
struction was complete. Nothing of value 
was saved. The scientific apparatus, the 
museum, the library aud all the valuable ap­ 
pointments were burned. 
THE BUILDING. 
The building was commenced in 1868, ami 
wa3 completed in 1871. It had an entire 
length of 172 feet, and a hight to the ridge of 
89 feet. The two wings, or arms, had a front­ 
age of 52 feet each by a depth of 70 feet. 
The style of architecture was Roman, with 
improved design. The material used in its 
construction was the best procurable, and it 
was the opinion of experts that a more solid 
and substantial structure had never been 
erected in California. Some time afterwards 
insurance men discovered that the new patent 
chimney introduced was defective, and when 
a similarcbimneyin Oakland had exhibited its 
peculiar properties in causing the destruction 
of the building in which it was placed, they 
came to the conclusion that the insurance on 
the Normal School building was not the safest 
investment that could be made. Only a few 
weeks ago a well-known insurance agent of 
this city iuformed your reporter that he would 
not, under any consideration,' take a risk upon 
the Normal School building. 
THEORIES REGARDING THE DISASTER. 
One theory is that the fire originated from 
coals thrown in an ash bin near the base­ 
ment. Others think that the settling of the 
building since its construction had caused 
cracks in the flues, and that tires kept in the 
afternoon affected the flues and brought about 
the calamity. There is also an incendiary 
theory, which many cling to. Several years 
ago some of the Trustees received threaten­ 
ing letters. About that time the costly 
dwelling-house of Dr. Bryant, on the Alma­ 
dén road, was burned to the gronnd during 
the absence of the family; Dr. Bryant was a 
Trustee, and people believed that the incen­ 
diary had simply carried out a threat of re­ 
venge. Tlie building was insured for §50,000. 
LATER DEVELOPMENTS 
Show that ¿he fire was incendiary be­ 
yond a doubt. 
A pile of kindling wood, 
saturated with coal oil, was placed in the 
elevator flue at the basement, aud the flames 
were carried to the roof by the tremendous 
draught. There is no clue to the incendiary. 
The Board of Education met this morning 
and tendered the use of tlie High School 
building free of rent until a new building is 
erected, and the Normal School Trustees 
accepted the offer. 
G ilroy, February 10th.—The ^lare of the 
fire of the State Normal School building this 
morning was quite noticeable here. 


(SECOND DISPATCH.) 
San J ose, February 10th.—The destruc­ 
tion of the Normal School building has been 
the cause of general conversation among all 
classes to day. All look upon it as one of 
the greatest calamities that could have be­ 
fallen the city. The fire made a clean sweep, 
nothing being left but the basement walls, 
which are of brick. 
• 
MEETING OF PUPILS. 
At 9 o’clock this morning the pupils, over 
300 in number, met at tlie City Market Hall, 
at the call of Professor Allen, and arrange­ 
ments have since been made by which the 
school will go on as before, the city having 
donated the magnificent and commodious 
High School building to the use of the Nor­ 
mal scholars until a new building can be 
erected. 
’ 
As yet no further cause can be assigned for 
the fire. It is now believed that a defective 
ash bin was the cause.

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employ such labor as he may prefer is where he pre­ 
fer- serf or slave lab'-r ; then th e divine spirit of 
Christianity steps in and frays, “ Thou shalt not sell 
nor Darter the image of thy M aker;” and this na­ 
tion 1 a* sealed that tru th iu the bio tl of her m ar­ 
tyred sons upon the Southern fields of battle for the 
freedom of the black m an, and her sons are not 
ready yet to hare black slavery replace! by yellow 
serfdom. That the Chinese coolies are bought, sold 
and sent here to labor out a bonded system, we hope 
even our memorialists, in face of the facts bearing 
upon the case, will not attem pt to deny. 
. 
Again, vour memorial says: “ No right should 
be taken from any man however poor.” In this sen­ 
tim ent we heartily concur. The moral contained 
♦herein contains a true Curts’ian sp rit, yet it savors 
strongly of the sand lot and s?nacka of Kearnevism, 
and therefore we shall give t leas consideration than 
we otherwise would. Casting its sand lot odor 
aside we would answer th at there is ev en a right that 
we would take away from the poorest—the right to 
vitiate or contam inate his fellow-men. 
This right, 
you will readily agree, should* even be taken away 
front a C hiiese pauper, and the most stringent 
m easures enacted to protect our people from the 
vitiating and contam inating (fleets of Chinese pau­ 
perism. 
Again, you say “ such laws would preju­ 
dice the miuds of the 
pagan 
Chinese against 
our Christian 
religion.” 
We auswer, ha e the 
pagan 
Chinese 
the 
right, 
when 
serving as 
nurses to our children, 
to instill 
into their 
young and tender minds the seeds of idolatry and 
prejudice the m inds of our children against the 
teachings of Christian ty? Is it not, we submit, 
vastly better th at we prejudice the minds of the 
pairan than th at the pagan prejudice the iuinds of 
our children? Again, you counsel us “ to pass hu­ 
mane measures, not cruel nor wicked legislation.” 
This language, we respectfully subm it, is rather 
strong in the assumption of the authors’ own su­ 
perior hum anity ; therefore we 6hali pass it by with 
th at Christian charity and forbearance necessary to 
a calm and intelligent view of the question. 
Your memorial concludes with the exclam ation: 
“ Righteousness exalteth a nation ! Sin is a re­ 
proach to any people.” In answer to and in support 
of this exclamation we would say, This is the reason 
why we advocate “ 1 he Chinese m ust go.” Are not 
these idolaters the incarnation of sin itself? Are 
they not the most criminal element of all others, 
according to the daily rerord of the press—are they 
not a reproach to any people? We would ask if the 
building of temple* of idolatry in a Christian laud 
exalteth th at land or the people thereof ? *• Sin is a 
reproach to any people.” 
Will the immigration of a 
sinful f»cople purify a Christian people, with sin 
enough already? That those people are sinful in 
the extreme we would seek io prove by citation of 
the following facts: Do these pagans not sell their 
women? Do they not cast out their sick and weary 
to die? Do the}' not advertise rewards to m urder? 
Do they nut, when they pretend apostasy to their 
wooden god, still wear the emblem of their idola­ 
try -the queue ? Do they not out-lie, out steal, out- 
cheat, out-vice any other people or race ? Are not 
their customs, characters and |)cr8o:is revolting as a 
whole? Therefore is it not a reproach to foster or 
ent ourage a | eople whose presence is dangerous to 
the safety of our |*»litical, social and religious insti­ 
tutions? And is it not the duty of the people s rep ­ 
resentatives to save them from the evils of Chinese 
immigration ?

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’Hie joint Committee of Judiciary continued list 
evening their consideration of the insolvency bill. 
An amendment wa* agreed to providing for exam­ 
ination of the insolvent debtor, or in case of a cor­ 
poration, its officers, upon oath, at any tim e be­ 
fore final discharge of assignee, and th at this pro­ 
vision shall apply to all cases pending at tim e of 
taking effect of this Act. In the original bill any loss 
from gaming is a bar to discharge of the insolvent, 
and Messrs Corcoran and Bruner proposed an amend­ 
m ent, to insert after the word gaming, a clause m k ­ 
ing any loss from speculating iu the stock of any 
mining corporation also a bar to discharge, bu t it 
was nut agreed to. 
Amendmeut to ¡Section 54 was 
adopted, providing that no voluntary insolvent shall 
receive a discharge who had received the benefit of 
this or any other Act of insolvency or bankruptcy, 
within three years next preceding ¿ is application 
for discharge. 
Section 12, relating to composition 
and discontinuance, was struck out. The foregoing 
are the principal amendments and changes made 
last night, and the committee then adjourned till 1 
o’clock r. M. to-day. 
The Finance and Ways and Means Committees did 
not hold a session last evening as expected, owing 
to the absence of several of the members upon other 
committees. 
The Senate Committee on Corporations had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 188, regulating fire 
and marine insurance companies transacting busi­ 
ness in this State. 
Representatives from various 
insurance companies appeared before the committee 
and presented elaborate argum ents and stiteinents 
for and against the bill, after which adjournm ent 
was taken without final action. 
The Joint Committee on County Government and 
Municipal Corporations heard argum ents upon bills 
before it, but took no definite action. 
The Assembly San Francisco delegation in session 
agreed upon Coffey’s bill making concurrence of 
two-thirds of the San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
necessary to let contracts.
